The two confer- 
inces between the president and Secre- 
tory Carlisle simplified matters to some 
extent Although the diacnsslon, it I* 


.id, took a wide range, It was neces- 


sarily brought back to one important 
and unmanageable point—that the ex- 
ecutive had no power in the premise*, 
congress alon* being able to deal with 
measures lor relief. — 


It wasjplaln to the cabinet that the 


monthly purchase of silver must be 
continued, or else congress must be 
convened in special session immediate- 
ly As th* president "had decided to 
call congr*** together in the early part 
of September to deal with the financial 
situation, and manifested no Intention 
ot changing hi* stated purpose, th* 
jrojeet of an early *e*slon of congress, 
t is understood, wa* dropped. 


So far as the continuance of the pur- 


chase of silver bullion under th* Sher- 
man law was concerned, it was pointed 
out that little more than two months 
remained before congress would con- 
vene in extra session and that during 
the intervening time the silver to be 
nirchased would ba only 9,000,000, 
mnces, a comparatively small amount 
n view of the previous purchases. That 
the best way to deal with the question 
was to await the course of events for 
two months longer, was generally 
agreed to, and it was with the view 
dominant that the meeting adjourned. 


From the comparatively few eon- 
-essmen in the city the following 


views bave bean obtained: 


Representative Anderson, of "West 


Virginia, said the action of the Indian 
government, providing for the stoppage 
of free coinage of silver and other 
monetary measures, greatly embar- 
rassed the situation here. Be was a 
free silver man, but he believed the 
condition at this tune would have to be 
considered in any legislation on the 
subject; that we could not legislate on 
the conditions of ton or twelve year* 
ago, and that congress would have to 
act In accordance with things as they 
Ind them and not upon theories. He 
thought a great many silver men were 
disposed to agree to some compromise, 
but the matter of detail could not yet 
be determined upon. 


Representative Meredith, of Virginia, 


mid matters were complicated for the 
silver men Ha thought the .Sherman 
law would be repealed, but he did not 
care to guea* as to the character of the 
substitute for it. 


"This action on the part 01 the gov- 


ernment of India," said Mr. Boatner, 
of Louisiana, "throws a good many 


lore difficulties in the way of free 


coinage I have no doubt that had not 
this been brought about Mr Cleve- 
land would, during the next session of 
congress, have hod a free-coinage bill 
presented to him for hi* sanction or 
his veto 
I cannot tell, and no one can 


as yet I think, how much the demone- 
tization of silver in India will affect 
the situation 
I have no question in 


my mind about the propriety of re- 
pealing the Sherman law, bat'we have 
got to have some means of supplying 
money for trade and commerce The 
volume of gold is not sufficient, and 
the deficiency has got to be supplied by 
another currency 
I am not wedded to 


any particular scheme, but what the 
people of this country want is suffi- 
cient money for business, and it has 
got to be supplied. A large number of 
silver men who voted for the repeal of 
the Sherman law last congress did so 
on their faith that at the beginning of 
this congress the 10 per cent, tax 
on state banks would be repealed For 
my part, I saw no reason why the two 
things should not have been coupled,

I was not willing to trust to the 


uture for action on the bank tax, and

It ls not silver per se that 


he people want, but it is a sufficiency 
of sound money I think that con- 
ress should have been called together 
a April, and now we should get to- 
(ether as soon as possible " 


Representative Oates says he is hope- 
ul of a speedy settlement of the finan- 
cial question when congress meets. He 
anticipates, of course, that there will 
» considerable trouble, and that mem- 
jers will be Inclined to hold firmly to 
,he theories they have been presenting 
all along, but that the common sense 
ot the situation is to do something to 
meet the conditions. He thinks th* 
most logical and common-sense thing 
will be to repeal the Sherman law and 
the law levying a 10-per-cent tax on 
state bonk currency, and to provide 
for the free coinage of silver at such a 
ratio as to place it on a parity with 
gold

Th* 
attack was made without warning by 
twelve convict*, headed by George Son- 
tag, brother of the notorious bandit, 
who was recently captured. The only 
prison officer near when the revolt oc- 
curred was a lieutenant of guard*, 
whom the men overpowered, gagged 
and carried .with them a short dis- 
tance. Th* work waa done qni&kly, 
but not without attracting the atten- 
tion of several guards who heard the 
lieutenant'* mnfited outcry. The guards 
immediately opened Ore* on the fleeing 
oanvleU, kUllag thro* of th«m and 
mortally wounding ionteg. 


The prisoner! bad been supplied 


with arms, and concealing themselves, 
they opened fire on the guard*. Son- 
tag received a bullet near tha heart 
and fell mortally wounded. Th* bat- 
tle raged furlotisly and the greatest 
excitement prevailed among the other 
convict*. Westlwd and Williams, two 
life-termers, were the next to fall, and 
both died Instantly 
Dalton, another 


convict, dropped a second later Three 
other* of 
the desperate 
prison- 


er* were shot, all probably fatally. 
The convict* that escaped the bullets 
of the guards soon surrendered and 
were returned, with the wounded, to 
the prison, none of them escaping.

This sot 
will enable tto Modern Woodmen to 
move for a dissolution of the injunction 
without subjecting tbe order to tto an- 
noyance ot having the legality ot tbe 
whole work ot the last toad oamp 
brought into question because its ses- 
sions wen not held witlun the jnrisdic- 
on ot th) atat* of Illinois.
